Illinois Men Unanimous—The Proposi­ 
tion Will Be Submitted to the Con­ 
ference to Be Held At Chicago Mon­ 
day—Cotton

Their Position. 


Columbus, Ohio, Jan. 15.—When the 
operators and miners meet in Chicago 
Monday the latter will announce their 
determination to insist on an increase 
all along the line of IO cents a ton for 
digging. Illinois is a unit for an ad­ 
vance, and will insist that it be not less 
than IO cents a ton. There is no Illi­ 
nois delegate here who does not favor 
such an increase, and there are some 
■who would vote for a greater. In Illi­ 
nois the increase would be based on the 
present rate in the Wilmington field, 
Which is 65 cents. 
From what can be learned the weak 
spot is in Indiana, which is the closest 
competitor of the Illinois mines. There 
is said to be some question of whether 
the Indiana rate can be brought up to 
that of Illinois, but the Illinois men are 
insisting upon it. They say that other­ 
wise there is sure to be a fight in their 
state. Unless Indiana increases its de­ 
mand it is predicted that Grape Creek 
will go down and when Grape Creek 
goe.i down there is danger for the oth­ 
er fields. 
It is said the Ohio operators will 
fight any attem pt to abolish what is 
known as the Ohio-Pittsburg differen­ 
tial in the rate for mining, and this 
Will necessitate a preliminary meeting 
of the operators in Chicago.

In their statement, representatives 
Of the seven principal cotton mill cor­ 
porations in Lowell in which the re­ 
duction in wages is made—the Hamil­ 
ton Boot, Lawrence, Tremont, Suffolk, 
Massachusetts, Merrimac and Apple­ 
ton—say: 
“Nothing new is contemplated. One 
would suppose from what 
has

printed that some new and deadly at­ 
tack upon our employes was contem­ 
plated by us. The wage scale to be 
adopted is not at all a horizontal re­ 
duction of IO per cent, but is in many, 
If not in most cases, 
nothing 
more 
than a return to the schedule of Sep­ 
tember, 1893, which prevailed for two 
years, or until August, 1895. 
At the 
last-named date an advance of from 
5 to 7 per cent was made, discounting 
what seemed like the dawning of a 
new prosperity. 
The event proved 
that the advance then given was not 
justified by business conditions. It is 
our simple duty to the owners of the 
. property we are instrusted with—who 
have had little or no return from it of 
late—to take the only course open to 
us—to reduce the cost of our goods

Com m issioner Adam s Sends Out a 
Letter 
Explaining th e Aim . 
• Stato Dairy and Food Oomtniasioner 
Adams has issued a complete list of 
his ruling’s on the new pure food law 
as made up to the present time. 
The 
list cf rulings is accompanied by a 
copy of the law and a circular letter to 
the trade. 
In this letter to the deal- 
Cooomiacioner 
Adams says the 
wholesale adulteration of food pro­ 
ducts 
has b^en a great evil, alike 
injurious to the dealers and to th© 
public, 
and 
whilb 
he 
does 
not 
expect th at the practice of adultera­ 
tion can be stopped in a day. it will 
gradually cease as the dealers become 
acquainted with the law. aod he de­ 
clares th at as they do acquire th at ac­ 
quaintance with its provisions, they 
will be held responsible for compliance 
with them. 
Specific lists of pure or adulterated 
articles cannot be sent out by the de­ 
partm ent, ano as the commissioner 
says such lists would bs used for ad­ 
vertising purposes. 
The dealers must 
look for their protection to the gocd 
faith of the wbolesslerF. jobbers and 
manufacturers. 
Tho letter 
of the 
commissioner follows: 
The pure food law passed by the legislature of 
1897 became operative under its provisions Jan 
uary 1,1888. At the request of the officers of the 
Wholesale G rocers’ association of the state, and 
for the information of the f a d e generally, the 
departm ent has interpreted the law to the ex­ 
tent of the rulings printed herewith. 
Specific 
lists of brands of pure or adulterated articles 
will not be sent out by this office, as such lists 
would be used for advertising purposes. No list 
of alum baking powder will be us^d by this de­ 
partm ent for the same reason. 
The retailers 
must find their protection in the guarantees or 
reliable jobbers or m anufacturers that the goods 
purchased are made and labeled in accordance 
with the law. 
It will not be possible for the 
chemist of the commission to analyze and re ­ 
port the character of samples of food products 
sent to us,unless such analysis is desired for the 
purpose ot prosecution, if proof be found that 
he articles so submitted are sold In violation of 
aw. 
The dairy and food commissioner is author­ 
ized by law to employ only one chemist, and if 
all samples sent him for analysis by individuals 
should be analyzed and reported upon, he would 
have no time to analyze the samples taken by 
our inspectors, or to appear in court proceed 
ings as a witness for the state. Retailers ct 
canned goods should comply with the law re­ 
quiring such goods to be labeled with the name 
and address of the m anufacturer or the retail­ 
ers, jobbers and m anufacturers indicates clearly

NOT JUSTICt OF THE PEACE 


Judge HI. M. Phelps Decides That He Has 
Not Such Jurisdiction. 
A decision of much importance was 
made in the municipal court in tbe 
Hoag-W aterman case when it was 
beld that M. M. Phelps as judge of 
the municipal court had no jurisdic­ 
tion as a justice of tbe peace although 
he may 
have jurisdiction in many ’ 
justice oases. 
This decision was the 
outcome of the change cf venue case 
of Andrew S. Hoag vs Jerome Water­ 
man which was taken from Justice 
M. P. Richardson’s court. 
After the case had entered Justice 
Richardson’s court James W aterman, 
the defendant, entered an affidavit of 
prejudice and asked for a change of 
venue. 
The statute provides th at in such 
cases where the justice 
of 
peace 
allows a change of venue the case is 
to go to the nearest justice cf the 
peace 
According to tho law this par­ 
ticular case of 
Hoag vs 
W aterman 
should have been taken from Justice 
Richardson to Justice Patten, but in 
this instance an order was made for a 
change of venne 
to Judge 
M. M. 
Phelps as the nearest justice cf peace. 
When the case was called E. D. Mc­ 
Gowan for the defendant moved for a 
dismissal, on the grounds th at a mu- 
nicpal judge is no . a justice of the 
peace and th at tbe municipal judge 
bas no jurisdiction to try a case sent 
from a justice court to the municipal 
court on a change of venue. 
On thie motion Judge Phelps dis­ 
missed the esse. 
Another action has 
been commenced in tbe municipal 
court. 
Tbe plaintiff brings suit to 
collect $25 commission for securing a 
loan of $3,000 for the defendant. 
Local attorneys say th a t according 
to t his decision a number of cases 
tried in the past are w ithout effect.

We bad called at M auritius on our 
w ay from Liverpool to Bombay in the 
ship Farew ell aud were five days out 
from the island when the adventure oc­ 
curred by which we lost the captain aud j upon 
laid the foundation for this story.

was 3 o’clock in the afternoon of a 
bright day, and the ship was not m ak­ 
ing above four knots an hour. 
W hat 
sea there was on would not have both­ 
ered a quarter boat, and the ship lifted 
to a wave only at long intervals.

second mate and I were superintending 
some work forward, w hile the captain 
was alone on the quarter deck. All of a 
sudden and w ithout the slightest w arn­ 
ing the sea began to boil and heave un­ 
der and around us in the most violent 
m anner, and for five m inutes every man 
had to hold on for his life. In her pitch­ 
ing the craft shipped three or four green 
seas, which swept the decks of every- 


beach. The latter followed at his heels, 
shouting for him to stop, but tho un­ 
known ran to the water, plunged in and 
swam straight out to*sea, looking back 
now and then and seeming to be in a 
terrible fright.

The sea had been disturbed by an 
earthquake. Ju st where we were when 
the agitation began the chart showed 
the depth to be a full mile.

later, when soundings were 
taken by a French vessel, it was found 
th at a m ountain two m iles in circum ­ 
ference at the base had been Leaved up 
u n til its crest was only 40 feet below 
the surface. 
The set of wind and wave 
before and after the agitation was to 
the westward, and ten m inutes after 
the ship had come back to a level keel 
the w ind changed to the east and blew 
half a gale for the next seven hours. 
As a m atter of record, the ship pursued 
her voyage aud made the port of Bom­ 
bay w ithout further adventure, and the 
rem ainder of the story relates to the 
captain. 
He was swTept overboard by 
the last wave, just as we concluded, and 
presently found him self far to leeward 
among a lot of spars and casks which 
the same wave had taken from the m ain 
deck. W hile the m an seized a spar and 
passed a lashing around his body he had 
no hope of rescue. 
Almost before he realized his position 
the ship was a m ile away, and he felt 
sure that no boat would be lowered to 
make a search for him. 
The spar to 
w hich he was lashed drifted away to 
the west, and evening came on. Between 
5 o’clock and sunset four ships passed 
the drifting man, but all too far away 
to see or hear, and when night came 
down he felt th at there was no longer 
the slightest chance for him. 
He d rift­ 
ed to the westward, as I have told yon, 
but how far has never been known. 
N ight passed and another day came, 
and tow ard the close of that day Cap­ 
tain Graham lost consciousness. 
He 
may have drifted a day after th at—per­ 
haps two days. 
'When he came to his 
senses again, he was lying on a sandy 
beach, w ith his feet in the water. He 
had been cast ashore on an island. It 
was surely an island to the north and 
w est of Madagascar, but for reasons 
w hich w ill be explained later on it can­ 
not be more definitely located. For an 
hour after opening his eyes the man 
could not unlash him self from the spar. 
W hen he had finally accomplished th at 
object, he had to craw l on hands and 
knees to reach the shade of the bushes.

On that day there came a furious gale 
from the east, w ith a very high tide, 
aud from some wreck at sea the waves 
brought in a vast quantity of stuff 
There was nothing to eat or to wear 
among the wreckage, but there were 
planks and spars and a carpenter’s tool 
chest, and as soon as the storm had 
abated the castaway w ent to work to 
build him a raft.

Speed, an American merchant vessel, 
homeward bound. 
The raft had made good w eather of 
it, drifting most of the tim e to the east, 
and the captain judged her total drift 
to have been IOO miles. 
His loss had 
been alluded to in the newspapers and 
talked of among sailors, and he was 
given a hearty welcome aboard 
the 
American. He related bis adventures in 
full, except as to the treasure, and in 
due tim e was landed at Cape Tow’ii. He 
had figured out the latitude aud longi­ 
tude of his island to his own satisfae 
tiou, but the chart on board the Speed 
failed to show any such island. Captain 
Graham at once set about finding a ship 
to bring the treasure off. 
A brig was 
filially chartered and sailed with him 
aboard, but after a cruise of months she 
failed to find the island. Where Captain 
G raham said the island ought to be lead 
found bottom at 40 feet, aud iu the im ­ 
m ediate neighborhood a mass of trees 
and bushes was found floating about.
